If one 
gives to the sun a co-efficient of ex- 
pansion Intermediate between that of 
mercury and that of gas, one arrives 
at the conclusion that It has taken 
one million .to three million year* 
for the sun to contract to its present 
radius; in particular. It would have 
taken ten thousand years to contract 
from Infinity to a radius twice Ita 
present radius. Finally, the sun will 
take 
200,000,000 years to contract 


from Its .present radius to half that 
radlua, and even then its temperature 
at the surface will be 3,000 degree*.—
